I kinda like a Marconi, which may be the same thing as an 
inverted-L. It's 175 feet long; think that's 3/8 wave. Run 
the vertical part up and over a tree as tall as possible--55 
feet in my case, and then run the rest horizontal. Pretty 
easy to put up and takes less space than a 180 meter dipole. 
Feed at the base and you need some radials or ground rods. 
This configuration isn't a perfect match for 50 ohms. Maybe 


a 1/4 wave would be. My tuner on the rig tunes it OK 
though. 


After all these QRP-L discussions, I tested out 160 last 
night. Heard several QRP guys and worked a couple. My 
first 160 meter QRP. Whoda thought it was possible? You 
just gotta be a masochist. Sometimes the signal report has 
to have a 'j' in it, for imaginary.

I asked for help last week about first 
transistorized QRP rigs and CK722 transistors - got lots of help from many of 
you. 


A tunnel diode CW or phone xmitter and a tunnel diode regen receiver would 
provide a great 1 V challenge solution. You'll find a simple 1.4mw CW 
xmitter using a single tunel diode and a low voltage battery (1.5V, but I'm 
sure 1V would work) in the book "Diodes Circuits" by Rufus P. Turner (late 
60's book). He also has a single tunnel diode SW receiver in the same book, 
using 1.5V. I'd be happy to supply schematics of these neat projects if 
anyone emails me.

I used the antenna modeling program called EZNEC to model your antenna. 
I found that the impedance at the end of the open wire feedline on 20m 
was about 630 +31321. I suspect that this impedance is out of the range 
of your antenna tuner. If you add about 3 meters to the length of the 
feedline, the impedance changes greatly to about 60 -j]400. That should 
be tunable. Subtracting a bit of feedline would probably work just as 
well.

| I hope by the end of the week to have my shack 80% solar powered. Since all 
| equipment will be running off a 12V distribution panel, I need a general 

| area lighting fixture that is also 12V. 

I think you would be better off building a circuit to operate a small 
fluorescent lamp. Something in the 20 watt range should provide about the 
same light as a 6Q0W incandescent. Look at the Homepower magazine site for a 
start. A Yahoo and/or Deja search would probably find a circuit. As I recall 
this type of inverter is operated at a much higher frequency then 60hz and 
this boosts the efficiency and reduces the size of the transformer. A small 
filament transformer might even work backwards.

Also, for early birds, MW-king Jim Hale is doing the 1100Z gray-line 
shift. Any out there who want to set up pre-sunrise as an "opportunity 
time"? 


I'm sure that if we do some minal time-slot coordination, QRP will 
get going on 160 pretty quickly. 


Posts noting when you are going to check and call CQ QRP will 
alert the rest of us about when to listen. 


Incidentally, a comment about calling on 160m. On 20-15-10, 

you can respond to a CQ with a 30wpm 1x1 and sort of assume that 

if he doesn't come back, he can't hear you. On 160m, two factors 
render that approach insane -- noise and QRN, and QSB. 160m 

has been beset with noise during the winter season so far that is 
rather atypical. The result is that fast and weak QRP signals get 
washed -- one can detect the presence of a signal, but the 

noise is such that, even though random, it wipes out fast weak 

cw. Second, QSB on 160m is different. It can produce a short 

peak, and then trough for a long time. What this means is that 

when the other station has trouble copying you because of QSB, 

you have to repeat several times and do it slowly hoping you'll 
rise out of the trough. WOUFO mentioned our short QSO the other 
night in a previous post. He came out of the noise long enough for 
me to copy his call and my sig report -- and then started dipping 
rapidly -- I could tell he was there, but in the noise. Slow sending 
helps by creating a contrast with the fast-spike noise on 160m. Often 
enough on 160m, one has to read the contrast rather than the signal. 
So, if you get a QRZ? or "name?" query, it is time to QRS to 16wpm 
and start repeating. Because of the long-term trough QSB, don't 
give up! I've had a couple give up on me when I was sure that if 
they kept trying long enough, they'd rise out of the noise. 


Overall, remember, 160m is NOT 10m -- QRP DX is not measured 
in thousands of miles, but in hundreds of miles. For me to work 
CA from here is a major achievement at 4-watts to my antenna. 


So, QRP'rs in more populous areas like the right coast have a better 
chance at making QSO's than us out here in nowhere-close land. 


160m has its own characteristics and consequent rules. It is a learning 
experience. But boy, working the few QRP'rs that I have sure makes 


it very enticing! 


Sure hope to meet many of you on the low-band!

If I recall correctly, the field coil was used in series with the B+. 
The B+, typically +250 volts came from the rectifier which was 
filtered with a capacitor choke combination, then passed through 

the speaker field coil before going to the tubes. Of course, 

you don't have to do it this way, You can use a low voltage 

power supply and a current limiting device such as a resistor 

and limit the current through the field coil. You will have to 
determine the current by trial and error.

I have a nice new 24v, 1a transformer from Hosfeldt that I want to use ina 
project. I happen to be fascinated with power supplies right now. 


This one isn't center tapped, and herein lies my question. It has two 
yellow wires on one side and two red wires coming out the other. Is there 
some color convention applied by the transformer trade that denotes the 110 


volt side versus the 24 v side? Which color do I plug into the mains? 


The red wires show 18.2 ohms resistance when measured across the ends, the 
yellow wires show 0.1 ohm. My logic tells me that the 110v winding is the 
longer one, and that the red wires therefore are the high voltage side. I am 
usually wrong on these things, however. And, another transformer here has 
red wires on one side and a black and a white wire on the other side, which 
clearly work well when the black and white wires are plugged into the mains. 
This was one time when my often faulty logic worked after nothing that the 
mains had black and white wires. So maybe color isn't a clue after all. 


Learned the hard way that you gotta check these things out carefully before 
you plug them in. I bought a 28v, 1.5a transformer from another surplus 
house. It turned out to be a 37 volt transformer, but I only found that out 
after I exploded a 35v, 1000uf cap in my face! About the same effect ina 
small room as a cherry bomb.

I have the 160 meter kit on my Butternut HF2V and when it works, it does 
okay for US but never did all that well for DX. Antenna is very short 
for 160 (only 33 feet). 


Bandwidth is narrow. 2:1 swr over maybe 25 khz and even less if you have 
a very good ground. In fact the worse the ground, the wider the 
bandwidth. My ground mounted vertical have 8-10 radials 20-30 feet in 
length. 


My biggest complaint and it may be just my antenna, is that I have a 
hard time keeping the antenna resonant where I want it (1830 khz). Last 
time I checked it was reasonant about 1750 khz. Why it changes so much 
on this band when it doesnt change on 80 is certainly a questionmark.

Suggestion;

Well, I finally got a spare half hour to finish up the DSW-20 last night. 
Alignment went smoothly. I hooked up an antenna and heard only a few 
signals because the band was essentially dead (8:30 PM local). So I tried a 
CQ just for kicks, and got a call back from a station in Washington. Hada 
nice half hour QSO before I had to QRT to put my daughter to bed. HW8 @ 3W 
to DSW20 @ 2w, 579/559. The reply to my CQ was quite far off-frequency, so 
I had to use the RIT to bring him into the passband. I'm not sure if that 
was a problem with the HW8 or not. Do you know if the HW8 is a direct 
conversion rig? If so, he may have been on the wrong side of zero beat. I 
adjusted the DSW20 offset using a Tek scope with frequency measuring 
capability. The sidetone measured 798.0 Hz, and I adjusted the test tone to 
800.2 Hz (That's as close as I could get!) 


Took a quick tune across 20 meters this morning as the sun was coming up. 
Heard tons of aurora-affected DX. The aurora distortion was so bad that I 
could only copy a few call signs, but most were Russian or eastern European. 
North American stations had no distortion. Too bad I had to go to work. 


I had no problems whatsoever with construction. Documentation was 
excellent. This is definitely a good rig for an inexperienced builder. I 
may have to get the 40 meter version for my daughter! 


A keeper!

Ed made some good points but I'd like to add a little 
something else..... 


Remember back a year or two...... and recall all the 
resistance to working "split" or using the RIT. (Both 
do really mean the same thing.) 


Any operation where one station is not zero beat with 
the other station is a split operation. Limits can be 
put on how much to spread out if wanted. 


Now that working split (or using the RIT) during the 
Fox Hunts has become the "norm", a "simplex" (everyone 
zero beat with the Fox) operation seems frustrating. 


BUT..... this was a GREAT learning experance for us 

all. Just about everyone came away with a better understanding 
of splits and what their advantages are. And why it's 

so nice to send the hounds call both before and after 

the exchange. 


Also, never forget that the Fox for the night sets the 
"rules" for that hunt. He/she can send the info in 

any order they want, send it slow or fast, only once 
or repeat it, simplex or split and etc. It's the 

Fox's show and we are all there to help the Fox have 
fun. 


Every hunt should be different to make the hounds 
think during the heat of the hunt. 


Last night was good. It made us all have to work just 
a little bit harder. :-) 


As a hound, the bottom line is "Don't give up". Keep 
listing and thinking. Think about how you can get your 


sig to ge the one the Fox hears and responds to. 


Where is he listening? (I came back about 45 into the 


hunt and got him by going up 190 Hz). How fast is he 
going? What area of the country is he working? Are condx 
good for you now or should you hold off for a bit and 
wait for the band to go longer? 


If you hear the Fox as say S2 and he is giving reports 

to others of S7 to S9, you might think about holding 

off. Chances are that your sig will also be weak to him. 
Let him work off the "first layer". That are those strong 
S7 to S9+ sigs. When they are gone you stand a much better 
chance. 


Try to "get inside the Fox's head" and think from his 
viewpoint. What does he want to hear and where does he 


want to hear it? 


OK, back into my hole....

Thanks to all who responded to my request for info on these old speakers. 
I got maybe a dozen replies and the collective opinion is that the speaker 
field coil was originally used mainly as a power supply filter choke 
alternative. 


However, the speaker field coils can also be energized by any DC source 
that can push the required amount of current through the coil. 100 mA was 
suggested as a starting point, with a series resistor being used to achieve 
that current level. This would make them useful in 12 volt applications if 
the field coil impedance is low enough to allow that much current to pass 
with only 12 volts.

First of all, he sent an e-mail telling us to zero-beat him instead of the 
normal spreading out a bit.

and turned it back to the Hound, which is too short and sounds too much 

like another call in the pileup. With a little QRM, it is nearly impossible to 
recognize this as the FOX answering someone.

answering them.

Hey gang ! 


All the recent discussion on Grounding has made me get out my copy of the 
1999 NEC. Excerpts from Art. 250 are as follows: 


Art 250-52 deals with Made and Other Electrodes. 


250-52c 


Rod and Pipe electrodes. Rod and pipe electrodes shall not be less than 
8 feet in length, shall consist of the following materials, and shall be 
installed in the following manner. 


(1) Electrodes of pipe or conduit shall not be smaller than 3/4 inch 
trade size, and where of iron or steel, shall have the outer surface 
galvanized or otherwise metal-coated for corrosion protection. 


(2) Electrodes of rods of iron or steel shall be atleast 5/8 inch 
diameter. Stainless steel rods less than 5/8 inch diameter, nonferrous 
rods, or thier equivalent shall be listed and shall not be less than 1/2 
inch diameter. 


(3) The electrode shall be installed such that at least 8 ft of length is 
in contact with the soil. It shall be driven to a depth of not less than 
8 ft except that, where rock bottom is encountered, the electrode shall 
be driven at an oblique angle not to exceed 45 degrees from the vertical 
or shall be buried in a trench that is atleast 2 1/2 feet deep. The 
upper end of the electrode shall be flush with or below ground level 
unless the aboveground end and the grounding electrode conductor 
attachement are protected against physical damage as specified in Section 
250-10. 


250-56 

Resistance of made electrodes. A single electrode consisting of a rod, 
pipe, or plate that does not have a resistance to ground of 25 Ohms or 
less shall be augmented by one additional electrode of any type specified 
in Section 250-50 or 250-52. Where multiple rod, pipe, or plate 
electrodes are installed to meet the requirements of this section, they 
shall not be less than 6 feet apart. 


FPN : The paralleling efficiency of rods longer than 8 feet is improved 
by spacing greater than 6 feet. 


I hope that this excerpt from the NEC will help to clear up any myths 
of grounding, and effective grounding. I have the 1999 NEC of floppy 
(not loaded now), but if there's interest, I can post or e-mail the whole 
article 250 on grounding to any interested parties.
